since this definition, correct as it may be 
in theory, cam never be practically effec- 
tive in a bury world where the number ot 
men in any one generation who have the 
leisure tor independent inquiry is necessa. 
rily exceedingly small. Principles, there- 
fore, must be taken second-hand from 
those we trust, as well as prejudices; and 
any disunctton founded upon the supposed 
originality of the former must be aban- 
doned as soon as we come within the re 
gion of practical casuistry. 

In what logicians call necessary matter 
a principle is simply some proposition ot 
which the human intellect is incapable of 
conceiving the contrary; and we can 
scarcely call a man prejudiced for believing 
that the whole is greater than the part 
But in all probable or contingent matter 
wherein propositions are incapable of de- 
monstration and concinsious of certitude, 
there is hardly u opinion of any sort or 
kind, however well attested or generally 
received, which an adversary may not with 
some show of plausibility stigmatize as 
prejudice. It the conventional use o/ this 
term “prejudice” be pushed to its logical 
results, the only uaprej udiced man will be 
the man with no opinions st all. But is 
this the classof man which the railers 
against prejudice desire to see 
multiplied in the world? Be 
cause, bg it remembered, if once 
this view of the subject be adopted, it ean- 
not be confined within limits. We cannot 
say that on one set of subjects it is desira- 
ble that aman should not have fixed opia- 
ions, and on another that he should. 

Again, if we say that we don’t object to 
a man’s having «set of fixed opinions, 
whether gotten second-hand or not, but 
only to his refusal to listen to any adverse 
arguments, and that this is what we mean 
when we say that a man is judiced, 


man would as soon have thought of going 
| abroad without a regular and well-cut set 
| of principles as without bis breeches. And 
nobody dreamed of blaming bim for it, or 
of calling such properties prejudices. The 
term was then reserved for what was really 
deserving of reproach. But tor the let 
fifty years this encroaching expression has 
been rapidly extending its authority into 
epberes where it bas no right of entrance. 
Prejudice has now become s pluralist, aod 
in this reforming age-we wonder it has se 
long escaped the rage of the enlightened 
crituc. 

Our readers, however, are not to sup- 
pose that we profess ourselves unable to 
lay down apy line of demarcation by which 
prejadice and principle may be distin 
guished trom each other; o: even that we 
desire to confime the former term to the 
class of cares we have mentioned. Our 
own view is rather this, that we oughi to 
use the term with strict reference to the 
powers of the intellect; and, withdrawing 
it altogether from those extended spheres 
of thought in which, as we have already
